SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Is  there  any  subject  of  more  importatice  to  the  public  than 
the  education  of  our  children  ?  To  many  thoughtful  citizens 
it  is  apparent  that  in  some  precincts  of  the  district  we  are 
hardly  maintaining  our  former  educational  standing.  Chang- 
ing population  may  have  much  to  do  with  this  situation,  but 
does  not  the  neglectful  and  fault-finding  disposition  of  par- 
ents have  as  much  effect  ? 

We  feel  under  a  moral  obligation  to  say  that  parents^ 
guardians,  and  friends  should  visit  the  school  often.  Our 
experience  teaches  us  that  the  best  schools  in  town  are  the 
ones  which  are  most  visited  by  parents.  The  register  of  our 
'•'■  Banner  School  "  will  show  four  visitors  to  each  pupil. 

We  have  had  twenty-two  weeks  of  school  in  each  of  the 
six  precincts,  with  fairly  good  results. 

Early  in  the  season  we  feared  that  our  schools  were  not 
doing  as  well  as  we  could  wisli,  but  if  we  judge  the  schools 
by  the  quality  of  the  work  sent  out  we  must  admit  that  the 
schools  out  on  the  hills  and  in  the  valleys  have  sent  to  our 
high  school  some  excellent  pupils. 

We  think  the  high  school  has  been  a  real  benefit  to  the 
older  pupils  of  the  district,  and  hope  they  will  continue  to 
make  as  much  effort  to  attend  in  the  future  as  they  have  the 
past  winter. 

Columbus  Day  was  celebrated  as  officially  recommended,, 
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which  we  hope  will  be  an  object  lesson  to  teach  patriotism 
and  good  citizenship.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Penacook  School  District : 

The  board  of  education,  in  making  their  report  for  the  year 
1892-'93,  would  say  that  they  are  pleased  with  the  success 
attending  the  schools  the  past  year.  Although  we  have  had 
some  discouragements,  such  as  sickness  and  severe  storms, 
very  good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  three  departments. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  it  was  thought  best  to 
change  the  teachers  in  the  grammar  and  primary  schools. 
Mr.  J.  M.  Barton,  of  Newport,  was  secured  for  the  grammar 
school,  and  in  the  two  terms  which  he  has  taught  he  has 
proved  himself  well  qualified  for  the  position.  He  has 
secured  the  good- will  of  his  pupils  by  entering  into  their 
games  on  the  play-ground,  and  still  has  commanded  their 
respect  and  close  attention  to  their  studies  in  the  school-room, 
thus  insuring  rapid  progress. 

Miss  Emma  Tenney,  of  Hanover,  was  engaged  for  the 
primary  school,  fall  term.  She  came  very  highly  recom- 
mended, but  on  account  of  the  alarm  caused  by  scarlet  fever, 
to  which  she  was  exposed,  she  deemed  it  best  to  give  up  the 
school  at  the  end  of  three  weeks.     Mrs.  Mary  L.  Farnum 
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was  then  engaged  as  teacher  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 
Under  her  judicious  management,  good  progress  was  made. 
It  was  a  disappointment  to  the  board  when  she  declined  to 
teach  longer.  But  very  fortunately  we  were  able  to  secure 
the  services  of  Miss  Mina  E.  Pike,  of  Franklin  Falls,  who  has 
taught  the  winter  term  with  marked  success.  She  is  emi- 
nently qualified  for  her  work,  and  has  instituted  new  depar- 
tures in  the  school  which  are  of  great  benefit.  One,  we  are 
pleased  to  note,  is  instruction  in  singing,  wliich  we  think  of 
great  value  to  the  pupils.  We  are  highly  pleased  with  the 
work  in  her  school. 

Miss  Susie  A.  Hall  has  continued  in  charge  of  the  inter- 
mediate department  through  the  year.  Too  much  praise  can- 
not be  given  her  for  the  high  standard  of  excellence  in  dis- 
cipline and  methods  which  she  has  reached  and  maintains.
